NARROW ESCAPES.

The accident occurred on the avia- 
tion field of Issy-les-Molineaux, where

The swiftly revolving propeller cut 
off his left arm which was found ten 
fect from the spot where he was 
struck; the back of his head was 
crushed tn, his ¢hroat was gashed and 
the whole of his left side was lac- 
erated.

REACH FIELD EARLY. 


teaux and party arrived at the avia- 
tion field about 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing, shortly after Roland Garros, M.

Aviator Train, meanwhile, had 
taken his position at the starting line, 
levers in hand, and with M. Bounler 
beside him. The breeze had been 
steadily freshening and the meteor- 
ological observer in the Elffel Tower 
telegraphed that his guage showed a 


hoar. Train, however, left the ground. 
Ascending swiftly. he circled the 
field, curving round to the starting 
line and then flying down the course 
‘at forty miles an hour, the machine 
rocking in the wind. At this mo- 
ment, it was observed by the com- 
mandant of the trodps @at the 
crowds were breaking the line for- 
mation on one side of the field, and 
he dispatched a troop of cuiragsiers 
to get them back in order, The 
culrassiers galloped across the field, 
breaking into double lines as they 
went. 
SWOOPS EARTHWARD. 

Train's monoplane here swooped 
toward the earth under the impulse of 
an air flurry, and it appeared as 
though the aviator was about to dash 
into the cavalry. The pilot's atten- 
tion seemed momentarily diverted 


turn to the left toward the party of ' 
officials. Then he lost control of the 
craft altogether, and it dashed rioe- 
lently into the ministerial group.

DONE TO DEATH. 


MONSTROUS CRIME PERPE- 
TRATED BY REBELS ON BANKER. 


Insurrectos so Terrorized People 
of Torreon that One Mane Died of 
Fright—Hotel Proprietors are Said 
to Hhkve Been Hanged by Invaders. 
Other Atrocities Committed. 


[ABSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


LAREDO (Tex.) May 21.—At the 
end of a rope which had been tied 
around his neck, Dr. J. W. Lim, a 
Chinese banker, was dragged around 
the plaza in Torreon, Mexi, until his 
body was a mass of broken bones 
and bleeding wounds, according to re- 
ports reaching here today. 

From the same source of informa- 
tion details of a three-days'’ battle 
at Torreon between revolutionists and 
Federals were received. The battle 
is said to have occurred M 13, 14 
and 15, resulting in a rebel tory. 

Dr. Lim was one of the wealthiest 
Chinese in North Mexico and was at 
the head of a banking institution 
controlled by Chinese capitalists. After 
dragging lim around the plaza until 
life was almost extinct, it is reported 
the rebels shot him several times. 
He died within a few minutes. 

Another report said one of the 
Stefnau brothers, hotel proprietors in 
Torreon, was hanged by rebels after 
several Spaniards had fired at insur- 
rectos from doors and windows ina 
the hotel. This cannot be verified. 

The reports of the Torreon inci- 
dents were brought by an American 
locomotive engineer, who escaped on 
a horse and tater gbt a hand-car on 
which he reached Jaral, Coahuila, and 
by a conductor who managed to get 
away and proceeded to San Luis Po- 
tosi after four days travel.

But if tn this 
game of heads | win, tails you lose, the 
luck should be with the State, then a new 
trial would be granted to the defendant 
because he was convictel by a chance 
verdict.

The jury would have an even chance of 
beins right, while if they ‘eliberated and 
weighed the evidence and abided by the 
instructions of the judge there might be 
more than an even chance that they. would 
go wrong.

This did not aliow for an 


THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW 


FOR WORKING WOMEN. 


BY CAPT. LESLIE T. PEACOCKE. 
A smal] pumber of working women will, 
perhaps, welcome the eight-hour law just 


come into force, but how many more—-how 


far many more—will bewall the loss of their 
positions! 
This law was originally almed at the em- 


ployers of women in sweat shops where 
long hours and abuse of employees have 
been admittedly prevalent; but there are 
very few sweat shops employing female 
help on the Coast, so in what way will the 
enactment of this law benefit the State of 
California? This is a question that every 
man in the street will be asking bimself 


within the next month or two, when the 


evidences of its effects begin to show. 


In the first place, who wil] tt hit? Who 


will suffer? it will hit the employers of 
women and girls in general. It will 
grievorvsly hit thousands of women and 
girls who are at present happily employed; 
and it will hit those who enjoy a iate 


breakfast and those business men who can 
only find time to do their shopping after 
their business hours. The managers of 
department stores, hotels, apartment-houses 
and all retail ctores will bave to discharge 
a large number of their female employees 
and most probably have to cut down all 
wages to meet the loss of trade involved 
by the shortening of the working and shop- 
ping hours. 

It is generally known that this law has 
been brought into force at the instigation 
of the labor unions as a means of putting 
a great number of women out of work and 
of compelling employers of labor to put men 
in their places. This was the scheme, but 
if so the labor unjpns will find themselves 
holst by their own petard, particularly in 
the case of hotels, restaurants and apart- 
ment-houses, the managers of which will 
undoubtedly employ Japanese in prefer- 
ence to white waiters and “house men,” 
who, as a rule, do not work nearly as con- 
scientiously as girls or Japanese, and who 
are notorious “tip hunters,” and who are, 
moreover, governed by and dictated to by 
a labor union. 

The Japanese will greatly benefit by. this 
new law, but they are the only ones who 
will do so financially. 

The public will be inconvenienced, the 
working women will suffer far more than 
they at present realize; the merchants, ho- 
tel and .restaurant proprietors, the laun- 


dries and all employing women and girls 
will suffer financially, and will naturally 
look to the owners of business property to 
reduce their rents—which are at present 
notoriously high—to help meet the loss of 


cash trade returns. 


Apart from this the hundreds of giris 
thrown ovt of employment wil) not know 
where to turn to earn their mere dally 
bread and will be driven te other means— 
which I have no inclination to discuss—to 
keep their poor bones and “hank of hair” 


together. 


The theaters, too, will have to take this 
law into consideration, as the average ac- 


tress and chorus girl work considerably 


more than eight hours a day, and on days 


on which matinees are given morning re- 
hearsals will be absolutely impcssible. 


We do not as yet fully realize what hard- 
ship will be experienced by all classes of 
the community if this law is enforced ac- 
cording to the letter, nor must we for a | 


moment think that {t will not he enforced— 


the labor unions wil! see to that. The early- 
morning-bergain-sale flends will benefit, of 


course, as most of the department stores 


will have to open at a later hour, so the 


bargain hunters will be able to breakfast 


a little later, but the rush of work on the 
employees will be flercer and frangible 


goods will suffer in the melee. 


These are merely the views of one who 
has given study to the subject; but In three: 
months’ time or less one can confidently 


predict a howling storm of protest—not from 


the labor unions, the Japanese. or the early- 


morning-bargain-hvnting fiends—-but from 
the conscientious employers of labor and 
from the working women themselves.
